ALREADY HAD REQUESTED THE GOF TO LEAVE OPERATION 
TURQUOISE EQUIPMENT AND MATERIEL FOR UNAMIR CONTINGENTS 
WHEN FRENCH TROOPS WITHDREW FROM RWANDA, AND THAT 
FRANCE WAS NOT ABLE TO DO SO. THE PRINCIPLE REASON IS 
THAT THE FRENCH ARMY UNITS THERE HAVE ONLY "NEW AND 
SOPHISTICATED" EQUIPMENT WHICH IS NECESSARY FOR THEIR 
CONTINUED OPERATION AND WHICH CANNOT READILY BE 
REPLACED FROM EXISTING STOCKS. NONETHELESS, SHE ADDED 
THAT INSTALLATIONS SUCH AS THE CYANGUGU FIELD HOSPITAL 
WOULD REMAIN AND POSSIBLY CERTAIN NON-ESSENTIAL 
EQUIPMENT. D ALLAIRE ALSO HAD INQUIRED ABOUT RENTING 
TRUCKS OR CERTAIN OTHER ITEMS; THE FRENCH SAID GOF 
ADMINISTRATIVE RULES PREVENTED THIS. ONLY SALES OR 
GIFTS WERE POSSIBLE.
